BANGS VACCINATION: The fall 
drive is now underway to vaccinate 
all helfer calves between 4 to 12 
months of age. Local township 
Captains, in a number of instances, 
have already orgainzed their area 
and had the veterinarian out to com- | 
plete the job. Many herds are still 
at large but with the turn to colder 
Weather and snow, cattlemen will 
be rounding up the herd and making 
plans to wean the calves. 


As far as the health and comfort 
of the calves is concerned it is bette: 
policy to vaccinate before they ai: 
taken away from their mothers fo: 
good. Let us not relax our vigilance 
in neglecting to vaccinate all the 
heifer calves. Perhaps you have not 
had any Bangs disease in your herd 
That is just the way you should try 
to keep it. 

This can be done by making sue 
all heifers are vaccinated between 4 
to 12 months. DON'T bring in any 
herd replacements unless you ave 
SURE that they are clean. Should 
you buy from an Auction Market and

to keep them isolated until you have 
confirmation of the blood test being 
negative.

This is a six-rowed smooth awned 
barley which is classed as a malting 
variety. Parkland barley was de- 
veloped by the Experimental Farm, 
Brandon. It is the result of an 
(Olli x Montcalm) x (Newal x Peat- 
land x OAC 21) crossing and selec- 
tion, This barley is elassed as mid- 
season to late in maturity with a 
medium long straw that has moder- 
ately strong strength. 

Results as to yield, etc., are not 

complete, as it is new and has been 
lerown on limited acreage by seed 
| srowers. However some observations 
lean be made from this summer's 
;crops. It is not early maturing as 
|compared to Olli and Gateway and 
therefore is not as well suited to 
areas where the frost-free season 
is short.
